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The legislative term in the various States 
closes without much diminution in the num- 
ber of imbecile bills introduced. As usual, 
margarine has been “favored” with attention. 
It would be a grand thing for the country 
generally if legislative bodies could be in- 
definitely relegated to obscurity. 





TRADE. 


The attention of the Department of Agri- 
culture, as well as of the farmers interested 
in the production of butter, is just now cen- 
tered in some experiments which are being 
made in regard to butter exports to England. 
There is considerable interest being taken in 
this matter, both outside and inside the butter 
trade, for if present efforts are successful 
they represent an entering wedge for a branch 
of American export trade which with time 
can assume enormous proportions. This de- 
parture, however, is not altogether easy sail- 
ing, nor is it one whose path is wholly devoid 
of thorns. If it were a matter easy of accom- 
plishment, the commencement, the permanent 
commencement, would not be now, but would 
have dated many years back,even as far back 
as the forties. As butter shippers, even from 
one interior point to another, the American 
farmer is decidedly embryonic and what he 
don’t know about that part of the business 
would fill many pages of “The National Pro- 
visioner.” It is time for him, however, to get 
out of the rut and learn a thing or two about 
the preparation, packing and shipping of but- 
ter. His standing to-day in the matter is the 
same in kind that affected Danish and Irish 
butter makers years ago. But the farmers in 
Denmark and Ireland persisted and were not 
discouraged. The result is that the product of 
these countries occupies a high place in the 
English market, and has for some years. The 
Danish and English governments gave con- 
siderable help in bringing about these results, 
just as Secretary of Agriculture Wilson is 
doing now. A friend has favored us with a 
copy of a lengthy letter addressed by him to 
Mr. Wilson, in which he goes over the ques- 
tion very fully and intelligently, pointing out 
the various pros and cons. These experiments 
have been made before, and have been fail- 
ures. The experience acquired by such fail- 
ures should now be the basis of success. If 
Mr. Wilson’s efforts are successful, he will 
certainly have the gratitude of every farmer 
in the country. The butter buyer and shipper 
may be injuriously affected by any material 
development in the business of exporting but- 
ter, but this cannot be considered as a factor, 
for every such departure hurts somebody. It 
will, however, account for any disposition 
evinced by these two sections of the trade to 
throw cold water on the movement. The sec- 
retary, therefore, will have to watch out from 
whom he takes or seeks advice. His efforts, 
to our mind, should be directed to ascertain 
what obstacles are in the way of a large ex- 
port business in butter, and, if possible, re- 
move them. The farmer, on his side, must 
study the question thoroughly and intelligent- 
ly. He must adopt uniform methods of man- 
ufacture as agreed upon and these must be 
rigidly practiced, perhaps under Government 
supervision. He must also study the condi- 
tions under which the Irish and Danish ship- 
pers send butter to the English market, and 
if possible, improve upon them. 


American butter as made now, is in many 
cases the equal of that made in any other 
country, but our farmers can’t, or rather will 
not, get it to market in good shape. It seems 
impossible to ship fine Western butter to 
New York in good order, or to even bring the 
finest Elgin butter over the short distance 
from that point to Chicago without damage 
to the “gilt edge.” It would further seem 
that refrigeration delays or prevents certain 
changes and provides others, but the extraor- 
dinary fact remains that for every ton of 
grease resulting from Danish butter we pro- 
duce twenty tons from equivalent amounts. 
This certainly suggests that there is a screw 
loose somewhere. Mr. Wm. B. Curtis, in a 
letter to the Chicago Record, under date of 
the 5th inst., remarked that the refrigerators 





of the “St. Paul,” on which the first shipment 
went, were not ready for the butter, but that 
they would be so for the next lot. Some peo- 
ple in the trade contend that the refrigerator 
that will carry butter intact is not yet de- 
signed. We are furnished with data of ex- 
periments in exporting butter made as far 
back as 1848. To provide against taint of an 
ordinary sailing ship’s atmosphere the firkins 
were first varnished with a thick coat of gela- 
tine, then covered with canvas, which was 
limed and covered with burlap. The butter 
was fine Orange County. The voyage was 
made in five weeks, the temperature being 
from 50° to 60° F., yet the butter was rancid 
on arrival. Of course, we are nearer to the 
market now by three weeks, but precisely the 
same results obtain nine times out of ten. 
The future, therefore, must rest on the solu- 
tion of past failures. We hope the attempt to 
build up a butter export trade will be success- 
ful, and we commend a careful consideration 
of the question to our agricultural contem- 
poraries.

A WORD ABOUT BORAX. 


It is proposed by the terms of the Dingley 
tariff bill to so increase the duty on borax as 
to almost — any of the article being im- 
ported in the future. This will have the effect 
of very materially benefiting domestic produc- 
tion, which is at this time pretty much cen- 
tralized in one concern. It remains an open 
question, however, if the circumstance will 
benefit the packing trade, which of late years 
has been an extensive user of this article. 
Protection is all very well, but competition 
is always a healthy factor in keeping prices 
within reasonable limits, and is invariably a 
good thing for the buyer. 

While on the question of borax we note 
that the complaints of its being too freely 
used in American exported meats continue 
even to a greater extent than heretofore. 
Exporters should attend to this. There is 
such a thing as overdoing it.

Prices of products 
were irregular, closing unchanged for the day 
on pork and ribs, while lard broke 5c. on 


Transactions in cash 
stuff in New York were 2 tanks of Western 
lard early at 5c., while tierces were offered 
at 4.25c., without bid, and 250 tes. of city at 
3.85@3.90c. At the close tanks were offered 
at 3.97144c., and 3.95c. only bid. Refined lard 
for the Continent was in little better demand 
at 4.50c., 5c. for South America and 6.05c. 
for Brazil; hogs broke in New York \e. on in- 
creased supplies and offerings from Buffalo 
and on hot weather; sales of pork and meats 
were only in job lots at old prices. 

On Tuesday receipts of hogs at Chicago 
were 19,000, against 20,000 estimated, and 
unchanged to 744c. up; but Kansas City had 
over 20,000, Omaha, 6,500 and Indianapolis 
6,000, the total West being 82,000, against 
59,000 a year ago, being the largest for some 
time past. Pork, however, closed unchanged 
for the day, with fair buying by shorts, while 
lard and ribs were 2%c. off, after being 5c. 
lower. Transactions on the spot in New York 
were 1 tank of Western at 3.92%4c. and 200 
tes. of city at 3.80@3.85c. Tierce Western 
was offered at 4.22%4c., and no bids. Sales 
of pork and meats were only of job lots at old 
prices, but they could have been shaded for 
round lots. 

On Wednesday products were dull and 
weak, on selling by some of the packers, with 
still larger supplies of hogs at the West, 31,- 
000 at Chicago, against 29,000 estimated, and 
85,000 total at the West. At New York the 
price of hogs was unchanged. Western lard 
was weak at 4.20 asked, tanks at 3.90 and 
city at 3.75, with only small transactions re- 
ported, either in lard, pork or meat. Pork 
opened 7i4c. lower, to advence 12% points on 
covering by shorts, and close 244c. up for the 
day; lard opened unchanged, lost 5c. and re- 
covered 244c.; ribs opened 2c. off, lost 2M4c. 
more, recovered 5e. and lost 244c., closing that 
lower for the day. 

TOTAL CONSUMPTION OF HOG PRODUCTS. 

Exact data as to domestic consumption of 
hog product in the United States cannot be 
presented, but close calculations can be made, 
based on statistics indicating supply and ex- 
portation of product. Such information points 
to an average per capita rate of consumption 
reaching from 55 to 57 pounds of meats in re- 
cent years, and about 8 pounds of lard. This 
rate of consumption of swine flesh is not ap- 
proached by any other country, and it is evi- 
dent that no animal food product in general 
use can be shown to be more free from un- 
wholesomeness.

TALLOW AND STEARINE. 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Dull, lower markets have been the condi- 
tions in tallow, up to midweek, the hopes 
raised during the previous two weeks, by the 
active export demand, having been doomed 
to disappointment, since exporters have pulled 
our of the market, and disappeared as sud- 
denly as they recently came in, without an 
order, so far as they will admit, this week, 
not even at 3c., as they say the other side 
doesn’t want any more tallow at present at 
any price, and the condition of markets on the 
other side seems to bear out their statement, 
for London prices went off 6d. this week, in 
addition to 6d. last week on moderate trans- 
actions. In fact, there has not been an order 
in the market for either Germany, France or 
England reported this week, although it is 
thought that at 3c. some business might be 
done for export in city, which has been of- 
fered throughout at 3%c., with no bids re- 
ported, even by the home trade, as it is able 
to get all the country stock it wants and 
more, at 3@3%c., packages free, whereas it 
has to pay for the package in buying city. It 
is claimed, however, that late sales cleaned 
up the bulk of this week’s production of city 
tallow; but this was upon the assumption that 
none of the block of stock held in store so 
long was delivered on late sales, about which 
there is considerable doubt. At any rate, 
there have been plenty of sellers at 3c. all 
the week, and more than there apparently 
should have been had the melters been sold 
ahead, or even up to production. Hence, the 
improved condition of things noted the last 
two weeks has entirely disappeared, and they 
have left the market in as weak, if not weak- 
er, position than it was before exporters came 
in. At outports the same condition of things 
exists, dull, weak and lower markets, with 
accumulating supplies, as well as at interior 
points, with a very light trade all around, ex- 
cept late last week in Chicago, when 100,000 
ID in tank cars were taken there on the basis 
of 344c. for No. 1 packers’, at which more has 
since been offered, while 25%c. has been bid 
for No. 2 of special brands, while others could 
have been bought at that figure. This is all 
there is new, or that has transpired in this 
staple, to midweek, since our last, excepting 
from 75,000 to 100,000 ID of country per day, 
taken in New York by local soap makers at 
38@3\%e. Edible tallow has been offered at 3% 
@%e. for city, with practically no demand 
for that purpose, though at 344@3%c. some 
choice soap stock has been taken of country 
make. 

STEARINES have been as stupidly dull as 
tallow, with but one marked exception in Chi- 
cago, where at the close of last week 750,000 
ID of oleo stearine were taken for export, said 
to be for France, but since denied by one of 
our chief exporters, though admitting that it 
was taken for shipment, reported at 4c. in 
bags, though exporters claim that part of it 
was at 3%c., since when that market has 
been quoted nominal at the later figure, with- 
out transaction reported, as there are still 
accumulations in that market, it is believed, 
notwithstanding this big sale, which is the 
first for export in many months. But whether 
taken for candle making, as was the case 
largely last year, is not known. As to the 








New York market, it has also been easy, un- 
der fair accumulations, with sales early in 
the week of 100,000 Ib at 4 3-16c., at which 
there were sellers of more, with 4c. the best 
bid, and that only for small lots, by local re- 
finers. In lard stearine not enough has been 
done in the New York market for some time 
to test quotations, as refiners are making 
most of their own stock, which both takes 
their own product off the market, and keeps 
them out of it for this staple, while the other 
chief city presser is sold ahead, to exporters 
mostly, for the balance of this month. Quo- 
tations are, therefore, uncertain, but with the 
decline in lard, lower, though nominal, at 
4%%c. for city and 44%4c. for Western, the lat- 
ter to arrive, in New York. 

OLEO OILS have been quiet and easier at 
Rotterdam at 38 florins, at which a few hund- 
red barrels of United and Harrison’s, as well 
as other top brands, have been sold since our 
last, though the demand has been of a job- 
bing character, arrivals in excess of inquiry, 
and the tendency of the market lower, in sym- 
pathy with beef fats here, until Wednesday 
300 bbls. best brands were reported at 39 
florins. There is some accumulation in the 
hands of pressers at New York, but they are 
not forcing sales, in view of light stocks on 
the other side. 

GRBASES have been as dull and almost 
as depressed as other soap stock, foreign de- 
mand seeming to be more indifferent to this 
class of goods than the better grade of soap 
stock, though offered freely at 2%4c. for 
brown up to 3c. for white, in New York, at 
which nothing but jobbing sales have been re- 
ported to the local trade this week, though it 
is believed that exporters could obtain a low- 
er price if they would bid for round lots. In 
yellow grease stearines there have been small 
sales for export at 314c., while white is offered 
at 3%c., and nothing reported for shipment. 
There have been limited sales of neutral lard 
in the New York market at 514c., but it is 
offered at that freely with few orders in the 
market. Nothing in greases has been reported 
at the West, for export, during the week, and 
the same conditions exist there as in tallow. 

ANIMAL OILS have been in the same rut 
and other animal fats and their products, 
neither home nor export demand being of any 
volume, while production is kept down to the 
minimum point and holders are not pressing 
sales, which would be useless to attempt in 
the present state of the market for lard, 
which continues to decline, without stimulat- 


ing demand. There has been a small demand 
from tanners for degras, at generally un- 
changed prices, though the tendency is not as 
firm as aay 6 In neatsfoot oils no features 
nor activity ave been reported, and no 
change in prices.

For the past few weeks the cattlemen of 
this country have been pretty busy down in 
Old Mexico, and during the month of April 
more cattle crossed the Rio Grande than any 
one month ever before in the country’s his- 
tory; in April, 1896, 14,228 crossed the line, 
but in April of this year 63,885 Cattle were 
driven to the pasturages of the United States. 
During the last four months 151,861 cat- 
tle were driven in, against 68,340,000 in the 
same months of 1896. In fact, the total driven 
in in 1896 only 145,912, or nearly 6,000 less 
than for the past four months. Reports from 


Texas in regard to the grass pasturage is 
very flattering—stockmen are in high glee 


over the situation, and the corn in Southwest- 
ern Texas is already in tassel. If in Central 
Texas they can get one more good rain this 
month they will be sure of a large corn crop. 
The increase in the acreage is nearly 3314 
per cent. over that of 1896. Cotton also doing 
well, and the increased acreage is fully 10 
per cent. Last week again there was a sale 
of $5.05 per 100 Ib for well-finished beef cat- 
tle, being Herefords and Shorthorns of 1,371- 
ID average, purchased by Eastman; this is 
just 85c. per 100 ID more than cattle were 
worth for the corresponding week of 1896.

The hog market for the past week was 
what one may call steady in prices—a better 
feeling toward the close. In the first of the 
week a good many Southern hogs, and any- 
thing of a good color and pattern sold for ihe 
same price as natives; but then, the soft 
Southern hogs were neglected and discrim- 
inated against. It seems strange with so 
much good corn in the country—which can 
only be sold at a very low value—that farm- 
ers will persist in sending in little pigs; the 
poorer quality of such are fairly slaughtered, 
bringing in about $2. Owing to these and the 
Southern hogs, the average for the past week 
was only 212 ID, though, in fact, Chicago does 
not show much of a better record, the aver- 
age being 235 ID, or 8 Ib lighter than in April. 
The “skinny” hogs, common yellow, sold at 
$2.50. Light hogs ran from $3.22144@$3.70. 
Some of the better pigs brought $3. Mixed 
packing to prime medium ranged during the 
week from $3.60 to $3.721%4. Heavy hogs 
from $3.60 to $3.67%. The prime heavies 
were scarce, some selling as high as $3.67%. 








The tops for the week started out $3.70, con- 
tinued at this value for three days, ihen 
ranged to $3.72%4, at which price the week 
closed. Bulk started Monday at $3.60 to 
$3.6714, on Thursday gained 244c., and finally 
closed Saturday at $3.65 to $3.7214. Shipment 
of hogs for the past week was as follows: 6 
Omaha, Chicago, Mil 
waukee, Cedar Rapids 9, Marshalltown 6, 
New York 3, Jersey City 2, Paterson and 
Hammond 1 each. The amount of hogs ship- 
ped last week, 8,851 head, against previous 
week 7,807, corresponding week one year ago 
7,894. 

Quite a bulk of sheep arrivals of past week 
went direct to Swift and Company from their 
own country feed lots. The balance found 
ready purchasers at very fair prices. Some 
500 lambs of 80-Ib average at $5, some spring 
lambs, 45-ID average, at $6; Colorado fed 
lambs, 77-Ib average, at $5; some Colorado 
wool lambs, 78-IbD average, at $5.15; 
common lambs, 57-ID, at $4.50; mixed Colo- 
rados, 65-ID average, $3.25; Texas spring 
lambs, 60-ID, at $4.75; lot Texas shearlings 
and lambs, 79-Ib, at $3.24; 1,200 short Texas 
sheep, 88-ID, at $4; some Kansas fed sold at 
$4.05; some New Mexican lambs, 58-Ib, at 
$4.60; some fair Western lambs, 58-Ib, at 
$4.60; some clipped Kansas, 72-Ib, at $3.50; 
some clipped Texas, 80-Ib, at $3.50. This 
price just 75c. per 100 ID more than Texas 
sold for year ago. Some California wethers 
of 114-Ib, at $3. On the whole, satisfactory 
prices.

Page, of Hyde Park, Vt., in his 
May 1 bulletin, says: 

GREEN CALF SKINS.—The tendency 
of the calf skin market, all through the month 
of April, has been downward. A weak leath- 
er market, the practical closing of the large 
tanning establishments of Chicago by the 
strike, yet unsettled, and the free receipts 
which reach their largest volume about this 
season of the year, all have combined to fa- 
vor tanners in their efforts to establish a low- 
er range of values. There are some indica- 
tions that more than the usual number of 
calves will be raised this year, and we shall 
not be surprised to see to-day’s prices main- 
tained for the present, notwithstanding the 
adverse conditions surrounding trade at this 
time. We are strengthened in this belief by 
the fact that since our recent reductions our 
European customers have cabled us orders 
for several carloads, thus indicating that we 
have reached a level at which the bargain- 


buyers of Europe are willing to relieve us of. 


our surplus stocks. We advise our buyers to 
operate with considerable courage, believing 
that good skins bought upon basis of our to- 
day’s quotations and shipped in to us fresh 
are a fairly safe purchase. 

COUNTRY HIDES.—The reduction during 
the past month has been fully one-half cent 
per pound.. Tanners buy only to supply their 
immediate and pressing requirements and in- 
sist on lower quotations. We dare not offer 
an opinion as to the future of the market. 

HORSE HIDES.—Market firm, especially 
for No. 1, whole hides. 

SHEEP PELTS.—Former advances are 
maintained. The market is healthy. 


TALLOW.—Weak and market tending 
slightly downward. 

Carroll 8. Page, under date of May 8, 
says: 

Hides advance Wc. per pound. Country 
Hides.—The week, which opened with a 
thoroughly demoralized market for country 


hides. closes with a strong undertone, and we 
feel justified in restoring quotations to the 
point at which they closed on Saturday last. 
In brief, we advance prices Yc. per pound 
and advise our buyers to operate with consid- 
erable courage and activity, and we think 
there is at least a slight prospect of another 
advance. Calfskins are steady. No one can 
speak of the future of this commodity with 
much certainty, but judging from the pres- 
ent condition of our own trade, the bottom 
seems to have been reached. We think our 
buyers should pursue an even but fairly vig- 
orous policy, shipping as fast as they collect. 
that we may receive the goods fresh. Horse 
Hides.—Market steady and firm. For the 
twentieth time let us say that split hides are 
not worth as much by $1 each as those taken 
off whole, and that the head and legs must 
he skinned if the hide is to bring a satisfac- 
tory price.

The English houses are bulls, but are evi- 
dently resting on their oars and not partici- 
pating to any large extent. The buyers with- 
in the last week have been the Cudahy Pack- 
ing Co., John Cudahy, and some commission 
house buying through Baldwin Farnum and 
others that has been eredited to Armour. It 
is generally considered that the large packers 
with the exception possibly of Swift & Co. 
and Viles & Robbins are friendly to provi- 
sions, but, as we remarked before, the specu- 
lative trade is so very small and inconsequen- 
tial that it is almost impossible to get a line 
on any one’s trading. Hog receipts are in- 
creasing and the cash trade has also been 
some better in the last week, but is still far 
below what it should be. Lard continues to

BOILER COMPOUNDS. 


While clear water is generally regarded as 
synonymous with purity, yet chemically con- 
sidered it may be far removed from purity in 
the strictest sense of the term. In fact, the 
only pure water is distilled water. All natural 
waters are more or less inpregnated with for- 
eign substances held in solution or suspension, 
which vary according to the source of the 
water and the formation of the soil through 
which the water has passed. In nature the 
nearest approach to pure water is rain water, 
but even this is not chemically pure, taking 
up during its fall impurities from the air or 
other bodies with which it may come in con- 
tact. The ocean and other large bodies of 
water are constantly evaporating, and the 
vapors are absorbed by the air, which contin- 
ues to take up aqueous vapors until it is sat- 
urated with them. 

These bodies of air, holding in suspension 
the aqueous vapor, coming in contact with 
colder currents of air, or having their tem- 
perature reduced, reprecipitate their excess of 
moisture in the shape of rain. The rain fall- 
ing on the earth forms small rivulets, which 
unite to form larger brooks or creeks; these 
brooks or creeks unite to form rivers, which 
finally find their way back into the ocean or 
lake. Thus the water which originated from 
the ocean or lake again returns to its original 
source; or the rain falling on the ground may 
soak into it, until it meets an impervious 
stratum, and finds an outlet in a spring or 





well. The soil, through which the water 
passes, containing soluble salts, these salts are 
taken up or dissolved by the water in its 
passage to the sea, and the character of the 
soil through which the water passes deter- 
mines the character of the impurities it con- 
tains. 

Nearly all soils containing lime and mag- 
nesia in some form or other, more or less of 
these substances are taken up by the water, 
and it is principally these impurities which 
are troublesome in water used for the genera- 
tion of steam. Waters containing lime and 
magnesia are known as hard waters, and the 
quantities held in solution determine the de- 
gree of hardness of the water. Carbonates 
of lime and magnesia being soluble in water 
containing carbon dioxide, and as water con- 
tains more or less of this gas in solution, one 
of the most frequent causes of hardness is 
due to carbonate of lime held in solution in 
this way. The other soluble lime salt which 
is detrimental to water is the sulphate of 
lime, and the water is termed temporarily or 
permanently hard, according to which of 
these salts it contains. If it contains the car- 
bonate, on boiling, the carbon dioxide is driv- 
en off, and the carbonate of lime is precipi- 
tated. This removes what is termed the tem- 
porary hardness; sulphate of lime gives rise 
to what is termed permanent hardness. When 
a water containing these lime salts is boiled 
in a boiler, the carbonate of lime is precipi- 
tated, owing to the liberation of the carbon di- 
oxide, and the sulphate of lime, as the water 
remaining in the boiler becomes more and 
more concentrated, also begins to precipitate. 
These substances settling on the boiler in the 
form of hard, stony layers or scales, which 
fasten themselves to the boiler, forming a 
thick coating on it. This scale being a non- 
conductor of heat, a large amount of coal is 
wasted in evaporating water in such a boiler. 
Scale also causes uneven heating, giving rise 
to weakening and frequently blowing out of 
the plates. In fact, a great many boiler ex- 
plosions and the repairs necessary to boilers 
have been traced to this cause. 

To overcome this scaling of boilers, sub- 
stances known as boiler compounds have been 
devised, the principle on which they work 
being to form an insoluble lime compound of 
light specific gravity which will not cake, but 
which can be blown off in the shape of a 
sludge or slush. The majority of the products 
used for such purposes are made up after 
some empirical formula which has been found 
to work in some particular case, and hence 
it has been reasoned, is applicable to all 
cases. As has been explained, however, the 
impurities existing in waters being different 
and indifferent amounts, it follows that a dif- 
ferent treatment is required for each indi- 
viuual case. The conditions governing the 
use of a boiler compound are the character 
and amount of the impurities contained in 
the water, and the amount of the water evap- 
orated. Just as an individual ailment re- 
quires a specific diagnosis from the physician 
and a special remedy from the physician, so 
does each individual ailment of the boiler re- 
quire its special diagnosis and the application 
of a special remedy conforming to its indi- 
vidual requirements. 





There are many other things to be taken 
into consideration besides the precipitation of 
the impurities in a proper form. The remedy 
used should not corrode the boiler nor give 
rise to any volatile compounds that would 
act on the valves or contaminate the steam 
in any manner. This is particularly important 
where the steam is used for other purposes 
besides the generation of power and the heat- 
ing of buildings, and particularly so in pack- 
ing establishments where large quantities of 
steam are used for cooking purposes. Should 
any volatile matter taken up by the steam 
come in contact with the edible matter being 
cooked, it might cause a bad flavor and the 
ruination of the goods. Of course, to get to 
first principles the only true method for the 
prevention of scale is the elimination of dele- 
terious matter previous to the water entering 
the boilers. There are systems which accom- 
plish this purpose, but they are regarded as 
too expensive for installation by many, and 
hence these people prefer to use some correc- 
tive in the boiler. The use of a feed water 
heater also eliminates some of the scale-form- 
ing impurities. 

The proper method, however, to be pursued 
by those who wish to use boiler compounds, 
however, is to have a correct and complete 
analysis of the feed water made by experts 
in such matters and to have the proper rem- 
edy applied in the proper manner by the ad- 
vice and under the guidance of those compe- 
tent to furnish such information. 


SOAP MAKING. 
No. 43.

As all the ingredients which are used re- 
main in the soap, it is evident that all the 
materials used must be of the best quality if 
a good grade of soap is to be made. 

The fat most used for making soap by this 
process is cocoanut oil. At one time it was 
considered that a cold process soap could not 
be made without this oil forming fully one- 
half of the fats used; this, however, was at 
the time ‘when highly-causticized lyes were 
not made, and when caustics of high strength 
were unknown. Now, however, any kind of fat 
may be employed; still cocoanut oil remains 
the chief fat employed. Its merit lies in the 
fact that it saponifies more readily with 
strong alkalies, such as have to be used, than 
any other fat. It yields a soap of a fine color, 
it dissolves easily in cold water, and lathers 
very freely; on the other hand, it is apt to be 
harsh and to be sharp to delicate skins. 

Tallow is also very largely used for cold 
soaps, giving good white soaps of a firm tex- 
ture, durable in use. 

Palm oil is also largely used, as is also cas- 
tor oil. The soap maker, indeed, may use any 
fat or admixtures of fats he wishes to pro- 
duce a soap having the desired properties. 

Whatever fats are used they should be of 
good quality, free from any foreign matter, 
and be fresh. It is advisable to subject them 
to a clarifying process before using them. 

This process may take the form of melting 
and allowing to settle, or the fat may be 
melted over a salt lye of about 10° Twaddell, 
and in each case using only the clear fat

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which rises to the top. It is of great import- 
ance to use fresh fats and fats free from any 
great proportion of free fatty acid, as such 
tend to the formation of soap which is not 
uniform in grain, the free fatty acids when 
the alkali is mixed with the fat immediately 
combining with it to form soap which separ- 
ates from the rest of the mass in the form of 
grains and curds, whose presence destroys 
the homogeneous character of the soap. If 
it be suspected that any particular batch of 
fat contain too much free fatty acid, such 
may be removed by heating the fat to just 
about its melting point, then thoroughly mix- 
ing it with a little weak alkali, made from 
soda ash of about 2° to 3° Twaddell strong; 
the alkali takes out the acid in the form of 
soap, which dissolves in lye. By keeping the 
mass at 130° to 150° F. the purified fat will 
rise to the top, and may be skimmed off and 
used. If any difficulty be experienced in sep- 
arating the clear fat a little salt brine added 
will remove it. It pays best to use only the 
best grades of fat. 

The alkali used must be the highest grade 
of caustic soda that can be bought—either the 
77 per cent. solid caustic soda or the 100° 
Twaddell liquid caustic soda. The strength 
of lye most commonly used is 70° to 72° 
Twaddell, and containing 32 to 33 per cent. 
of actual caustic. The alkaline lye should 
be made with as soft a water as can be got. 
Low grades of caustic are not suitable for 
making soap by the cold process, inasmuch 
as the foreign salts and impurities they con- 
tain interfere with the complete saponification 
of the fat and lead to the production of a 
soap which contains a large proportion of free 
fat and free alkali; then again if a very low- 
grade caustic were used the impurities and 
salts would be liable to effloresce ou the sur- 
face and spoil the appearance of the soap and 
of any wrappers in which it may be placed. 

As regards the quantity of lye used and the 
proper strength at which to use it, this neces- 
sarily varies with the kind of fat employed. 
Cocoanut oil, for instance, will require more 
lye, and a stronger one may be used than is 
the case with tallow. 

It has been found that cocoanut oil and 
cotton oil saponify best with a lye at 72° 
Twaddell, while for tallow, palm oil and most 
other fats the saponification proceeds best at 
66° Twaddell. Too strong a lye should be 
avoided, as then the soap is made rather 
curdy in texture, and the saponification but 
imperfect, the soap being hard and rough. It 
it better to use a lye one or two degrees weak- 
er than stronger. 

As regards the quantity of lye to be used, 
cocoanut oil, as before mentioned, takes the 
most, 100 ID of the oil taking 50 ID of lye at 
72° ‘Twaddell made from 77 per cent. caustic 
soda. If a lower grade of caustic, say 70 per 
cent., then the lye may be made stronger, say 
77° Twaddell, and the same quantity used. 

Tallow, cotton oil, palm oil and other fats 
do not require so much alkali; in their case 
it is best to use a lye of 66° Twaddell, and of 
this 50 Ib will be required for each 100 Ib of 
fat. 

Using the fats and oils and lyes in the pro- 
portions and strengths just given, the finished 
soap will contain about 25 per cent. of water, 
which is a fair average quantity. If a soap 
containing more water te desired, then a 
weaker lye may be used, while if a stronger 


soap is wanted, a stronger lye must be em- 
ployed. 

It may again be stated that in the cold 
process the saponification is never complete; 
there is always in the finished soap a little 
free fat and a little free alkali. In making a 
toilet soap it is advisable to so proportion the 
fats and alkalies and the strength of the lye 
used as to leave as little free alkali as pos- 


sible,

C. A. B., BUF FALO.—The following pre- 
scription for hog cholera and swine plague is 
recommended by the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry of the United States: Wood charcoal, 
sulphur, sodium sulphate and antimony sul- 
phide, 1 Ib) each; sodium chloride, sodium bi- 
earbonate and sodium hyposulphite, 2 ™ each. 
These ingredients should be completely pul- 
verized and thoroughly mixed. The dose of 
the mixture to be given is a large tablespoon- 
ful for each 200 ID weight of a hog to be 
treated, and should be given only once a day. 
Hogs affected with the disease should not be 
on corn alone, but should have at least once 
a day soft feed made by mixing bran and 
middlings, or middlings and corn meal, or 
ground eats and corn, or crushed wheat with 
hot water, and then stirring into the mixture 
a proper quantity of the medicine. Hogs are 
fond of the mixture, and it increases their ap- 
petite. When once they taste it in the food 
they will eat it even when nothing else can 
tempt them. If animals are very sick and will 
not come up to their feed, they should be 
drenched with the medicine shaken up with 
water. Care is necessary in drenching hogs 
lest they be suffocated. Do not turn the hog 
on its back to drench it, but pull the cheek 
away from the teeth so as to form a pouch 
into which the medicine may be slowly 
poured. It will flow from the cheek into the 
mouth, and when the hog finds what it is, it 
will stop squealing and swallow it.

B. T. R., OHIO.—The Oklahoma Experi- 
ment Station recently made the following 
test which will answer your query, “What is 
the average weight of a pig at birth?’ A 
litter of five pure-bred Poland China pigs 
from a yearling sow averaged 2.6 Ib the day 
of birth. When seven days old they averaged 
4.6 pounds. Five from an older grade Poland 
China sow, out of a litter of seven, two hav- 
ing died, averaged 2.75 ID at day of birth and 
5.6 ID when seven days old. Nine Duroc Jer- 
sey pigs, two others having died, from a two- 
year-old Duroc Jersey sow, averaged 2.44 Ib 
when one day old and 5.78 Ib when fifteen 


days old, two pigs having been lost in the 
meantime. 2 

Cc. BE. P., LOUISVILLE.—The melting 
point of a pure lard is a characteristic of 
great value. The melting point of the fat of 
the swine varies with the part of the body 
from which it is taken. The fat from the foot 
of the swine appears to have the least melting 
point, viz., 35.1° F. The intestinal fat seems 
to have the highest, viz., 44° F. In the fat 
derived from the head of the animal the melt- 
ing point is found to be 35.5° F., while the 
kidney fat of the same animal shows a melt- 
ing point of 42.5° F. In general, it may be 
said that the melting point of steam lards is 
about 37° F., which is the mean of ten sam- 
ples examined. (2) No, it will not. 

INQUIRER, TORONTO.—In reply to your 
query, we would refer you to an article in 
our issue of March 13 last, entitled “Proper 
Ventilation in Packing Houses.” You also 
ask our views as to what we think of drying 
meats by means of a fan, whether we would 
recommend it as a suction from the top, or to 
be used as blowing from below. We would 
say that either will do, but the suction from 
the top is preferable. 

JUDGING A PIG BY ITS HAIR. 

As an indication of the quality of a pig, 
the hair is made of much value to the breeder 
or feeder. Fine, silky hair is an indication 
that the flesh will be fine-grained and of good 
quality. Coarse, stiff hair is invariably found 
on an animal slow to fatten and with coarse 
flesh. The shrewd feeder and the shrewd 
breeder will reject an animal with coarse 
hair; such hair usually accompanies a bad 
disposition. Staring hair indicates an un- 


healthy condition of the body. By studying 
the peculiarities of the hair of live stock 
much of the internal structure and of the dis- 
osition of the animal may be learned.— 
fassachusetts Ploughman.

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TECHNICAL. 


SOAP STOCK AND HOW IT IS COL. 
LECTED. 


Soap stock is much what it was in years 
gone by, though more care is exercised in us- 
ing only the finest stock. The bones and 
scraps of beef and mutton are kept separate 
from the refuse of hogs. In fact, it is only 
the beef and mutton stock that is sold by the 
retail butchers. This stock is delivered to the 
refiners, where it is again sorted, all of the 
poor material rejected, and it is then put into 
the refining tanks. The product of the rend- 
ering of this material is what is known as 
New York prime city tallow. This tallow is 
sold to the soap makers and is used in the 
production of toilet soap and the finest grades 
of laundry soap. 

The hog product, as it is called in the trade 

that is, the bones and waste in the dressing 
of carcasses of hogs—is obtained from the 
slaughter houses. This material also goes to 
the renderers, but it is used in the manufac- 
ture of lard and grease. This is divided into 
five classes—prime lard, prime white grease, 
prime yellow grease, choice yellow grease and 
brown grease. Stearine for candles and oils 
are also made from this material, and much 
of the product is shipped abroad, where it is 
used in the manufacture of candles and the 
coarser grades of soap. Another ingredient 
which is used in the production of oils and 
material for the coarser grades of soap is 
what is known as house and bone grease. 
This material, which is collected from restau- 
rants and hotels, is the refuse from the butch- 
ers’ tables of these establishments, and pos- 
sibly from the tables as well. There is no de- 
mand from soap makers in this country for 
this product, 

A new element will soon enter into the 
trade, and even now its influences are slightly 
felt. This is the grease from the collection 
of garbage, and when Col. Waring, the Com- 
missioner of the Street Cleaning Department, 
has his plans perfected, this product may 
form no inconsiderable factor in the produc- 
tion of oils and grease. Heretofore all of this 
material was dumped at sea. Col. Waring 
proposes to sell it to the refiners, and there is 
no doubt, so those who have studied the ques- 
tion say, that he will find a ready market for 
all he can collect. What- this supply will 
amount to is still an unsettled question. The 
amount of beef and mutton refuse used in the 
production of tallow collected each week aver- 
ages about 850,000 to 900,000 pounds. The 
quantity of house and bone grease, together 
with hog product, amounts to about 100,000 
to 150,000 pounds a week.—W. C. Hull, in 
Oil Paint and Drug Reporter.

COTTON OIL MILL SUPERINTEND- 
ENTS’ CONVENTION. 


In Session Two Days at Houston, Tex.—They Dis- 
cuss New and Improved Mechanical Appliances 
and the Best Methods of Improving the Oil Mak- 
ing Industry. — Interesting and Practical Addresses, 
Including One from Mr. John Bannon, of “The 
National Provisioner.”—Those in Aitendance. 
The fourth annual convention of the Cotton 

Oil Mill Superintendents’ Association was 

held in Houston, Texas, Wednesday and 

Thursday of last week, May 5 and 6, at the 

Travelers’ Protective Association headquar 

ters in the Hutchins House.

The convention was called to order by 
President George C. Walsh and opened with 
prayer by R. G. Latting, Jr. After the read- 
ing and adoption of the minutes, President 
Walsh gave his annual address. 

His remarks were interesting and practical. 
In the course of his address he said: 

I think we should also adopt some period- 
ical as the official organ of this association. 
“The National Provisioner” and Paint, Oil 
and Drug Reporter have manifested a great 
interest in our organization since our first 
meeting in 1894, and we are under obiigations 
for many courtesies since that time. Arrange- 
ments will be made for securing a column in 
the “Provisioner” for the use of the associa- 
tion’s members in asking and answering ques- 
tions, and we should subscribe for it. 

I am aware that the association still has 
bitter opposition from some of the mills, and 
I am sorry to see it.

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members to divulge any special methods they 
may have which they consider superior to 
others in use, and which they prefer to keep, 
but we can discuss the common methods and 
derive much benefit from an exchange of 
views without injury to any one’s interests. 
One of the prime causes of low-priced prod- 
ucts to-day is because we do not maintain a 
strict grade of products, consequently the 
mills producing the higher grades of products 
must suffer because there are so many mills 
which never reach the standard in prime 
products. 

A paper was then read by Mr. Louis K. 
Bell, of New York, on “The Handling and 
Care of Oil Products.” 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At the opening of the afternoon session the 
following subjects were announced for dis- 
cussion: “Hulls, their Value and Use;” 
“Heaters and Cooking;” “Presses.” 

Upon the first subject, Secretary Vardell 
maintained that his experience was that as 
a value for fuel, about three tons of hulls 
equaled a ton of coal. Mr. John Sweeney, 
superintendent of the Merchants’ and Plant- 
ers’ Oil Mill, Houston; Mr. Schumacher, Mr. 
Parkhurst and Mr. Boring also took part in 
the discussion. Mr. Winchell, of Springfield, 
Ohio, spoke of the various uses of hulls. He 
spoke of a process now in use of decorticating 
the fiber from the hulls. The fiber thus gotten 
made the best quality of blotting paper on the 
market. This fiber sells for about $11 per 
ton. The meal or bran from the hulls sold 
for $9 per ton. Mr. Sweeney wanted to know 
what it cost to thus realize $20 per ton upon 
these hulls. Mr. Winchell was not prepared 
to answer this question specifically. He said 
the seed had to pass through four separate 
machines or reductions in order to clean them 
thoroughly of the fiber. It takes about 284 
horse-power to run this entire plant. 

After some further discussion the associa- 
tion adjourned until 9 A. M. the following 
day. ’ 

SECOND DAY’S SESSION. 

On the subject of “Anything for the Good 
of the Association,” Mr. Parkhurst stated 
that the National Dairy Association was us- 
ing every effort and influence upon legislation 
to suppress the manufacture and use of oleo- 
margarine and butterine. Such legislation 
would probably affect Texas mill men more 
than those of any other State. This associa- 
tion should urge its members to look into this 
matter and use their influence in an effort to 
prevent legislation so detrimental to their in- 
terests. 

President Walsh then introduced Mr. John 
Bannon, of “The National Provisioner,” who 
addressed the convention as follows: 

I would say at the commencement that | 
am very much indebted to Mr. Walsh, the 
president of this association, for having ex- 
tended to me the honor of addressing you. 








The duty, therefore, devolves upon me of say- 
ing something to you which will, as far as 
my influence will permit, tend to strengthen 
the standing of this organization, not only 
from the standpoint of the individual who 
has shown sufficient sagacity to become a 
member, but also the manager and owner of 
every mill in the territory comprised in this 
great cotton oil producing State. I know of 
no greater incentive to progress than reunions 
such as this, where opinions upon topical sub- 
jects relevant to the cotton oil industry may 
be considered and interchanged. 

The elevation of the character and standing 
of this excellent organization is what is need- 
ed. A thorough understanding existing be- 
tween the members of the association, the 
convention of which is open to all, and the 
managers and mill owners, is undoubtedly our 
aim. The great seed crushing community will 
be benefited thereby. 

As to business, I might suggest that none 
of us can do it all. This is a vast country, 
and on a fair competitive basis we can all 
find plenty of room and scope for our activi- 
ties. No great aggregation of interests can 
absolutely control either price or output of 
any material. This has been conclusively es- 
tablished repeatedly. Here we meet to dis- 
cuss ways and means of advancing the indi- 
vidual and collective interests "not only of the 
members of the association, but also of the 
great industry with which almost every man 
present is identified. We are here to adjust 
mutual interests, to discuss ways and means 
of rendering manufacturing operations more 
effective in the future than they have been 
in the past; to point out to the trade that the 
interests of all will be advanced by support- 
ing the superintendents’ association, whether 
coming from manufacturers or owners. 

New ideas, new aims, new desires and new 
enterprises emanate and are fostered by such 
conventions as this. An industry which com- 
prises within this single State 109 mills with 
an investment of more than $8,500,000 cap- 
ital and in which $11,000,000 is used annual- 
ly, necessarily furnishes, in addition to the 
immense capital referred to, a large amount 
of labor, giving employment to many hund- 
reds of men. That the men who are interest- 
ed with the control of the work, and guide 
mill operations—that is, the superintendents- 
annually confer, compare notes, ete., should 
naturally prove of concern to the manufactur- 
ers themselves, goes without saying. The 
prices of hog and beef fats have tended to 
keep the price of cotton oil down, and there 
is not as much money in the manufacture of 
cotton oil to-day as there has been in days 
gone by, hence the necessity of retrenchment 
in the running expenses of a mill. Cake and 
meal, too, have to contend with numerous 
feeding products, natural and artificial, at 
home and abroad. 

Apropos of this highly important matter, 





therefore, none can be more directly interest- 
ed in the prosecution of measures with regard 
to press room economies, than the manufac- 
turers themselves. Their business interests 
will be subserved by lending their presence 
and support to this organization, where the 
men upon whom they depend, and upon whom 
devolves the duty of running their respective 
mills—the superintendents—assemble and dis- 
cuss matters for the furtherance of their mu- 
tual interests. There is nothing savoring of a 
labor organization in the make-up of the rank 
and file of this association, the inspiring mo- 
tives which founded it being of a different 
character. No better means can a superin- 
tendent acquire for the securing of his em- 
ployer’s confidence than by perfecting himself 
in the various operations, as well as in the ex- 
ercise of sound judgment in the thousand and 
one things which are part of the regular hap- 
penings in the average oil mill. Our aim in 
meeting here is for the advancement of the 
ideas referred to. I have not had much ex- 
perience in cotton oil milling. However, I 
have spent twenty years in the business, six 
months of which I made cottonseed oil from 
undecorticated seed. I know that you have 
some very fine mills in Texas—up-to-date 
mills, too, and as it would be presumptious on 
my part to assume the role of teacher, I dis- 
claim any such intention. I have heard and 
read of certain irregularities and lack of sys- 
tem which prevails in the smaller mills 
throughout the South, and as the proceedings 
of the convention develop the views of the 
various speakers relative to these drawbacks, 
it will be my pleasure to help along the good 
work by timely suggestions or practical hints 
acquired, the knowledge of which has been 
secured by the practical experience already 
referred to. 

I may say, as the representative of “The 
National Provisioner,” it will be our pleasure 
to devote two or three columns of our paper 
weekly to questions and answers relative to 
oil milling in its various phases, short articles, 
ete., which it will be my pleasure to edit. 
What experience I have acquired in practical 
oil milling will be used to further your aims 
for the weal of the association and the cot- 
tonseed crushing industry generally. 

The subject of “Moisture in Cooking Meal,” 
and its advantages and disadvantages as con- 
sidered from the millers’ and the refiners’ 
standpoints, was then taken up. The follow- 
ing named gentlemen participated in the dis- 
cussion: Messrs. Parkhurst, Latting, Russell, 
Edwards, Vardell, Boring, Schumacher, 
Taliaferro, Bannon, Marks and Winchell. 

During the morning session of the associa- 
tion Thursday, Mr. J. F. Winchell, the super- 
intendent of the Foos Manufacturing Co., of 
Springfield, Ohio, gave a very interesting talk 
to the superintendents on the subject of 
“Meal and its Production.” As Mr. Winchell 
is the designer of the now famous Scientific

TESTING FOR WATER IN FATTY) 
OILS. 


In determining the percentage of water in | 
fatty oils by the evaporation method, Holde | 
recommends that oils containing much water 
should be previously mixed with a certain 
weight of water-free oil and then heated in 
an shallow basin over the water-bath until | 
the sample no longer froths when stirred. As 
the bubbles of steam form they should be 
coaxed with the end of the stirring rod to the 
side of the basin and there gently burst by 
pressure. In order to guard against error due 
to the evaporation of part of the oil itself, a 
parallel experiment should be made at the 
same time with another sample of the same 
oil previously freed from water by the action 
of calcium chloride. The difference between | 
the loss of the two samples indicates the 
actual amount of water driven off, and there- 
fore the amount initially present in the oil. 
This process is also suitable for the more 
volatile mineral oils, but in case of cylinder 
and other heavy oils the check experiment 
may be omitted.—American Soap Journal.

Thursday’s markets were irregular and un- 
settled, opening in Chicago 2%4c. off on pork 
and lard, to advance 12%c and 2'%4c. respec- 
tively, and close 244c. better for the day, 
while ribs opened unchanged and gained 5c. 
on a moderate and featureless trade. The re- 
ceipts of hogs at Chicago were 3,000 less than 
estimated, or 27,000; 15,000 at Kansas City, 
6,500 at Omaha and 70,000 at the West, 
against 61,000 a year ago, with prices un- 
changed to 12%c. lower at the different mar- 
kets. The packing of the West for the week 
was 380,000 hogs, against 360,000 last year. 
In the spot market there was not enough do- 
ing at New York to establish quotations, 
though prices were held a little more steadily 
at the West, in sympathy with lard, at 
4.22\ec. in tierces, 3.9246c. in tanks, with no 
bids for either, and only small sales of city 
at 3.80c. for refining, none having been re- 
ported so far for Cuba this week. Refined 
was in moderate demand at unchanged 
prices; 300 bbls. pork sold in addition to the 
300 on Wednesday, at the former range of 
prices. There was nothing but jobbing lots 
of city meats reported at former quotations, 
but there was a little more doing in Western, 
to come Kast, at unchanged prices; 1 car 8. 
P. 16-lbD hams, 8c. Chicago; 2 cars of green 
ditto, at S4c. for 16-Ib, 85¢c. for 14-Ib and 
Sic. for 12-Ib, and 2 cars of California hams 
on private terms, all for prompt shipment. 

The meat exports since March 1 equal the 
product of half a million hogs. 

Mr. John Gledhill arrived from Liverpool 
Wednesday, after a two months’ absence in 
England. 

The Chicago Herald says Swift keeps on 
selling short ribs, about one million pounds a 
day, and Armour keeps on buying them, in a 
smaller way, however. Provisions easier; 
packers selling lard; trade quiet. 

Friday's markets were lower on 7,000 more 
hogs than estimated in Chicago, and 78,000

FOR UNIFORMITY OF LAWS. 

State Dairy and Food Commissioner Black- 
burn, of Ohio, is arranging for a national 
convention of commissioners of the several 
States having laws on the subject. There are 
fourteen such States, as follows: California, 
Colorado, Connecticut, Iowa, Massachusetts, 
Minnesota, New Jersey, New York, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Wash- 
ington and Wisconsin. There are eight other 
States, among them Georgia, Tennessee and 
West Virginia, which have laws governing 
the production and sale of dairy products, 
fashioned after the Ohio laws. These States, 
however, will be invited to join with the 
others in a national organization. The com- 
missioners of all of them have signified their 
willingness to attend such a convention, and 
the probabilities are that it will be held in 
Columbus, O., some time in June, though De- 
troit and Chicago are both after it. The ob- 
ject is to get uniformity of action, so that 
goods barred out of one State cannot be dis- 
posed of in another. 

LARD IN NICARAGUA. 

The lard used in Nicaragua, Central 
America, is obtained by the most primitive 
process, reports Paul Wilsike, the American 
Consul at Managua. The small strips of fat 
are simply fried, and without any clarification 
whatsoever which would separate the sedi- 
ment of small particles of scum, etc., from 
the boiling mass; is put up in discarded kero- 
sene tins, and then again, for retail, in com- 
mon quart bottles, and thus sold to the con- 
suming public. These practices give the lard 
an ashy hue, which, to say the least, is very 
disagreeable to the eye, and an unsavory 
taste; still, in this state, it is sold and used 
everywhere.

exporter, writing to the New England Grocer, 
has this to say of parchment paper which is 
used by a large number of packers: 

While mould has to be contended with by 
the butter trade or less, it will have to 
be admitted that since the introduction of 
parchment paper, it has become unpleasantly 
frequent, but it is a mistaken idea to attri- 
bute it to the use of parchment paper. In nine 
cases out of ten that have come to my notice, 
mould has been caused by creamerymen be- 
ing more careless in the matter of preparing 
their tubs before inserting parchment paper. 
In my experience I have never seen a sign of 
mould in any butter where parchment paper 
was used, or not used, when the tub was thor- 
oughly soaked with brine and the tub, before 
being used, thoroughly rubbed with fine salt. 
This is done by shaking a handful of salt into 
the tub and with a whisk broom or the hand, 
thoroughly work the fine salt into the wet 
wood, knocking out all the loose salt, leaving 
the inside like the appearance of fine sand- 
paper. Salt is a deadiy enemy to mould 
growth, and if the creamery men will only 
treat their tubs in this manner and then place 
the parchment paper, after being thoroughly 
soaked in a strexg brine, in the tub, they will 
have no complaints of mould. 

I have noticed of late, in dairy journals, 
many inquiries regarding whether to place the 
parchment paper in tubs or boxes, dry or wet, 
as well the difficulty experienced 
in getting the to lay smoothly in the 


as stating 
paper 


tub. Parchment paper should never be used 
unless it has been thoroughly soaked in a 
strong pickle, and if those who, when at- 


tempting to line a tub with it would observe 
the same rules that the paper hanger does in 
hanging paper on the wall, they would have 
no trouble at all. Of course, there is a knack 
in doing it and some catch on at once and 
will place the paper in a tub in less than a 


minute and as smoothly as the paper on the 
wall. Some are very clumsy in handling the 
wet paper and get it badly wrinkled in at- 


tempting to make it adhere to the sides. If 
they start right at the outset by getting it 
smooth at the starting end and then unfold- 
ing it with the left hand and smoothing it 
with the right as they work around the tub, 
they will have no difficulty. If the paper 
should wrinkle, all they have to do is to peel 
the paper from the wood to half its length 
and then work from the center each way by 
relaying it. Some people make the same mess 
in hanging paper on the wall. However, like 
all ghings new, it requires patience, and an in- 
telligent person soon acquires the knack and 


experiences no difficulty in papering a tub 
properly and in an astonishingly short time.
